When | heard that you planned to show 
more of the teenager side of the New 
Mutants, it sounded good. Marvel was made 
great by pursuing versimilitude within its fan- 
tasy. “Slumber Party” had been a good 
story. While life and good drama contain 
some tragedy, it also has a balance of lighter 
moments. I've never cared for comics that 
dwell on tragedy. Though NEW MUTANTS 
has never gone that far, a lighter mix 
sounded good. 

But | take exception to the idea that the 
New Mutants would be stupid enough to 
take a totally wild person like Bird-Brain into 
a public place. It just doesn't align with the 
degree of experience they've had, the re- 
sponsibilities they've had to assume, or the 
degree of maturity they've shown in the 
past. You're portraying them as average 
teenagers who just happen to have super 
powers and don't believe they will ever die. 
Teenagers who play around at times, who 
aren't totally mature — fine. Average? No 
way! These guys have faced death many 
times, not counting the time the Beyonder 
obliterated them and resurrected them. 
They know that there are Marauders who 
would as soon kill them as look at them. 
They know about Colossus, Shadowcat, 
and Nightcrawler. They know that X-Factor 
investigates suspected mutants and hauls 
them off. (And Cameron Hodge's X-Factor
